the weight of the egg. After 
they were weighed, the eggs 
were stored until the following 
day, when they were dropped 
free fall. Parachutes and _ air- 
foils were permitted only 
within the maximum mass 
restriction. The circle target 
was 100 centimeters in 
diameter. If the devices landed 
outside 2 meters of the center 
of the circle, they were dis- 
qualified from scoring. The 
eggs also had to be proven in- 
tact, which was done by throw- 
ing them against a pole at the 
finish of the contest. 

Scoring occurred as follows: 
one point per gram mass of the 
entry and one point for each 10 
centimeters of miss distance 
outside of the circle. The 
lowest point value won. David 
Guglielmo was the _ proud 
bearer of the title of Physics 
Egg Drop Winner ’83.

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Oakton Gives 
Blood 


On Wednesday, November 23, 1983, the 
Oakton High School Safety Council spon- 
sored a bloodmobile drive, which was held 
in Oakton Hall for OHS students. In order 
to give blood one must have been at least 
17 years old and have parent’s permission. 
People signed up in junior history and 
Senior government classes, where one 
gave his name and a time most convenient 
for him to get out of class. Each was ex- 
pected to go to Oakton Hall and donate a 
pint of blood at his scheduled time. The 
Safety Council had a goal of 50 pints, and 
at the end of the day they well exceeded 
this and gained 64 pints of blood for the 
Red Cross. 

As the students arrived to donate, they 
were first required to fill out medical forms 
and have their fingers pricked to test for 
anemia. The students were then escorted 
to a table, and a nurse extracted a pint of 
blood. After donating, students were 
allowed to sit down, eat cookies, and drink 
punch before going back to class. The 
whole affair took approximately a_ half 
hour for each person. 

If you plan to give blood next year, 
remember that it is a very worthwhile pro- 
ject. As a first timer student said, ‘“‘It 
makes you feel good to know that you 
helped someone, and it gets you out of 
class for a half hour.”” Most people admit- 
ted that although some did feel slightly 
dizzy afterwards, the time for sitting and 
relaxing at the end took away the feeling. 
Almost every student said that he would 
gladly donate again if given the 
opportunity.

The Industrial Arts Depart- 
ment provides a_laboratory- 
type program designed to 
prepare students for more ef- 
fective living in our industrial 
and technological. society. 
Students recognize their roles

According to Webster’s dic- 
tionary, mathematics is “‘the 
science dealing with the use 
and relationships of numbers 
and symbols.” According to 
Oakton students, the definition 
my be slightly varied. 
Regardless, though, all Fairfax 
County students are required 
to successfully complete two 
math credits. Headed by 
chairperson Ann Millar, the 
math department at OHS offers 
a diversity of courses to suit 
the needs of various abilities 
and interests. General math, for 
instance, is a preparation for 
the minimum competencies for 
high school graduation. 
Algebra | and II deal with solv- 
ing equations while geometry 
focuses on learning to write 
proofs and working with 
figures in a plane. Higher math 
levels include trigonometry, 
analytic geometry, and func- 
tions. With the new Fairfax 
County GT program, ac- 
cellerated versions of all the 


preceding courses are available 
for those requiring greater 
challenge. However, the most 
advanced classes at Oakton 
are Calculus AB and BC which 
are college level AP courses 
awarding an extra .5 to grade 
point averages. The AB and BC 
studies differ only because 
students in the BC curriculum 
have previously taken func- 
tions while those in the AB 
class have not. All of these 
classes serve to teach logic and 
stimulate thinking.

This year Oakton got a taste of 
what it’s like to go ‘‘cold turkey.” 
Oaktén was one of four high 
schools in Fairfax County to go 
non-smoking. It was the product of 
the concern and efforts of the 
school’s Student Government 
Association, the Parent Teacher 
Association, the Faculty Advisory 
Committee and individual parents. 
The county has employed four 
Awareness Aides and one ad- 
ministrative aide to eliminate the 
use of tobacco substances on OHS 
grounds. If caught abusing the non- 
smoking code, one of several ac- 
tions may be taken: 

first offense — a two- 
day school suspension 
or two awareness center 
sessions which take 
place after school 


second offense — an 
automatic tow day 
suspension 


third offense — a three 
day out of school 
suspension 

fourth offense — five 
days out of school

The main objective for this pro- 
gram is to educate the offenders of 
the dangers of smoking, to enforce 
the non-smoking policy (by 
monitoring school halls, 
bathrooms, and grounds), and to 
educate the student body and facul- 
ty as a whole to the hazards of 
smoking. 

Since the program has been put 
into effect, fifty students have gone 
through the Awareness Center for 
violation of the non-smoking plan. 
The use of tobacco, in general 
(cigarettes, dip, chew, etc.) has 
been virtually eliminated in the 
school building. The rate of van- 
dalism has decreased, and the halls 
are significantly clearer during all 
class periods. 

The high visibility of the 
Awareness Aides assists faculty 
members in their ability to imple 
ment their own instructional pro- 
gram. Overall, the administration 
as well as staff have found this pro- 
gram a success for the 1983-84 
school year.
